S"rom Our Own Correspondent. 

London, July 21!.— Hon. James Duus- 
muir has returned from the North after 
an absence of over three weeks, during 
which time he went to visit the birth- 
plueo of his father. I hove not yet stat- 
ed that the Premier has not "enthused" 
very much over England or tho state 
functions; but he was much pleased 
with his experience of Scotland and 
came back to 'London with modified 
views of the whole country. While 
North he had an invitation to visit tho 
Duke of Argyle at luverury, but the in- 
vitation did not reach him in time to ac- 
cept before returning to London, lie 
sot back just bj-Ume to attend the gar- 
den party at Lord Struthcoua's country 
residence, the demesne of Kuebworth, 
the ancestral home of the Lyttons, 
-which at the present time is leased by 
Lord Strathcona from the present Karl 
of Lytton and Viscount Kuebworth. At 
King's Cross station, on Saturday, July 
20th, a large and representative gather- 
ing, principally of Canadians, took 
special trains at 2.40, 2.50 and 3.15 p. 
m. lor Kuebworth station, 'Hertford 
county, where they were met and con- 
veved several miles to the boautiful 
grounds of the picturesque? old Kueb- 
worth House. Among those present 
were Lord Aberdeen, Sir P. Borden, 
Sir William Mulock, Fiiiance Minister 
Fielding, 'Hon. Mr. Patterson, Sir James 
Grunt and others more or less _ distin- 
guished. There was quite a British Co- 
lumbia contingent .among whom were 
Premier, Mis. and Miss Duusmuir, Hon. 
1), M. Kberts, Hon. J. II. and Mrs. 
Turner, Mr. Justice and Miss Paul 
Irving, Miss Pinlayson, Mrs. Bosco- 
witz, Judge Turner and Maurice Hills. 
The afternoon was delightfully spent 
amongst such delightful and historic- 
surroundings, Kuebworth House, I 
think, was originally built in 15(18, but 
has been largely restored, and the ar- 
chitecture is characteristic of the per- 
iod. The grounds have been moderniz- 
ed to some extent, too painfully so, I 
think, but there is sufficient to suggest 
the poetic tendencies of the famous Lord 
Lytton. The library, the paintings and 
the furniture are all redolent of ancient 
and blessed memories. We had the sat- 
isfaction of sitting in the chair that 
Queen Elizabeth sat in— known us Queen 
Elizabeth's chair— and gazing on toe 
oljl-fashioned four-posted, canopy-top- 
ped, rarely carved old bedstead that 
••nod old Queen Hess slept in peacefully, 
—let us hope. Much to our amusomcnt 
one hero-worshipping lady visitor gave 
vent to such a pious exclamation of rev- 
erence and awe that we had fears of her 
giving up the ghost or of seeing Queen 
Elizabeth's ghost. The furniture and 
tapestry are just as they were in those 
good old times, which, thank God, all 
the same, have departed. I should like 
to havo the furniture, though. No 
quality like age, and nothing ages so 
beautifully as oak. 

In my last letter I omitted to refer 
to the 'function just one week before 
Lord Strathcoua's, at Hatfield House, 
the still more celebrated, picturesque 
and ancient home of the. Cecils, and it 
is almost too late to take up the thread 
now A largo number of the party just 
referred to were at Lord Salisbury's; 
only the numbers were greater and the 
company included all colonials. Pre- 
mier Duusmuir was North, and conse- 
quently could not attend. Conspicuous 
was the brilliant attire 



member of the show, and we enjoyed 
u seat iu his private stand during (.he 
afternoon. At the members' luncheon 
■Mr. (Turner was invited to speak, and 
gave a very interesing talk on British 
Columbia, especially in regard to agri- 
cultural matters, which ho luul pleasure 
in staring, so far as methods were con-- 
corned, compared very favorably -with- 
those in England,', and it afforded hiui. 
much pleasure to state to Kent and Ks- 
sex farmers that British Columbia hops 
grown from Kent seedlings lust year 
brought tho highest price in the Loudon 
market. The Agent-General was listen- 
ed to with very great interest and at- 
tention and was invited to go to Tun- 
bridge Wells in the fall and deliver u 
lecture, which invitation lie accepted. It 
would bo illustrated by lantern slides. 
In this connection I may state that Mr; 
Turner is marking out quite an extensive 
itinerary for lectures during tho full und 
winter. 

Last evening Lady Laurier, on be- 
half of Sir Wilfrid and the other Can- 
adian ministers, held a reception at the 
'Hotel Cecil, which -was quite a brilliant 
affair and very largely attended. The 
invitations were extended mainly to 
Canadiuns iu the city of 'London, and 
it was surprising how largely the Do- 
minion is represented here at the pres- 
ent time. Nearly every person from 
British Columbia or associated with 
iBrtlish Columbian enterprises were pres- 
ent, including Premier Duusmuir, the 
Agent-General, .Mr. Kberts, and others 
of the British Columbia contingent. 
Most prominent among the visitors -were 
Lord and Lady Strathcona, Lady Aber- 
deen, Sir James Grant and Dr. Par- 
kin. Lady (Laurier received iu her well 
known and simple and refined style. Sir 
Wilfrid, I regret to say, is looking 
rather ill; lie has not enjoyed good 
health since coining to London, and has 
been, 1 believe, regularly under the 
cure of his physician. 

Hon. D. M. Kberts, attorney-general, 
has been quite busy since coming to 
London, and has been met by u largo 
number of persons interested in (British 
Columbian enterprises. Among other 
matters to -which ho is paying atten- 
tion at tho present time are the Brit- 
ish Columbia cases before the Imperial 
Privy Council, the proposal of the Duke 
of Argyll to settle .fishermen, in British 
Columbia, the visit of the Associated 
Chambers of Commerce of the 'Empire 
to iBritish Columbia next year, tho in- 
clusion of British Columbia securities in 
the special colonial class for investment 
by trustees, and other matters. He will 
leave shortly after tho coronation for 
British Columbin. 

Mr. 'W. H. Hayward, M. P. P. for 
Esquimau, arrived in the city a day or 
two ago, and is staying with' his father 
at Dover. He will be hero for six weeks 
or two months and lias, I understand, 
some matters of importance in connec- 
tion with British Columbia to attend to.

Big Agricultural Muchinery Trust Is 
Formed. 

New York, Aug. KL — The incorpora- 
tion of the International Harvesters 
Co., articles of incorporation for which 
were tiled yesterday in Jersey City, 
made public a statement to-day which 
suys in part: The International Har- 
vesters Co. has been organized under 
tho laws of New Jersey with a capital 
stock of $120,000,000 to manufacture 
and sell harvesting machinery. It has 
purchased the property and business of 
the following miuiufucturers: Tho Mc- 
Cormick Harvesting Alachiue Co., Deer- 
ing Harvesting Co., Plane Mfg. 'Co,, 
Warder, Buchuell and Glessner Co. 
(Champion) .Milwaukee Harvesting Co. 
The company is capitalized on an ex- 
ceptionally conservative basis. Of its 
basis $8,000,000 is cash "working capi- 
tal. The company -will require no ti- 
nancing und there will he no offer of 
its stock to the public. All the cash 
required having been provided by its 
stockholders. After referring/ to the 
advance in the price of harvesting ma- 
chinery unless economies existing in 
conditions of manufacture could be ac- 
complished, the statement continues: 
"The manufacturers realize that their 
welfare and the interests of tho farm- 
ers are identical. An advance in tho 
price of agricultural machinery would 
injure the farmers und reuct upon tho 
manufacturers, but on the other hand, if 
existing conditions continue an advance 
iu prices would be inevitable. It thus 
became necessary that either the prices 
should be advanced or that substantial 
economies should be effected in the 
manufacture and distribution of agri- 
cultural muchinery. The management 
of the company will be in charge of 
gentlemen who for years have been 
identified with the business. The com- 
pany will start wtih ample manufactur- 
ing facilities. It has live fully equipped 
manufacturing plants in the Dnited 
States and one plant iu process of con- 
struction in Canada."

The expulsion of 
the sisters at Concarncau was undertak- 
en today. 'Scouts on automobiles reach- 
ed the town early in the morning from 
Quimper and reported that; troops were 
on the way. The tocsin was rung, bu- 
gles were blown and boj-s ran through 
the streets ringing band bells. Large 
crowds gathered around the railroad 
station and around the school. Several 
bodies of gendarmes and two companies 
of infantry arrived by a special train. 
The commissary ordered the schools 
evacuated, at which the crowd shouted, 
"Long live the sisters!" The gendarmes 
advanced toward tho school, 'but were 
repulsed, and a general scrimmage fol- 
lowed. Later troops reached the build- 
ing and the police tried to break down 
tho doorway with axes, but the resist- 
ance of the people continued.

Canada Shows Satisfactory Decrease in 
This Line. 

Ottawa, Aug. 13.— ('Special)— The cas- 
ualty department, Capetown, reports that 
Cyril Hardwick, 2nd C. M. R., is danger- 
ously ill of enteric fever at Elandsfon- 
tein. Hardwick belongs to Lethbndge, 
N. W. T. 

The annual report of the criminal stat- 
istics tor tho year up to September 30, 
1901, shows a decrease in the number 
of convictions iu Canada in proportion to 
population. The Territories, Nova Sco- 
tia and Quebec nlone of tho provinces 
show increases. In Yukon there is a de- 
crease from 35 to 14 per eent. Tho pro- 
portion of female offenders' in Canada 
steadily decreases. There were 128 few- 
er charges for indictable offences than 
in 1000, while convictions numbered 
5,038, or less by 130 than in 1000. Thcro 
was an increase of 1.7 per cent, in sum- 
mary convictions.

THE BRIDGE SURPLUS. 

"We observe that the city council has 
refused to permit the expected bridge 
surplus to bo diverted into the ordinary 
exchequer <j£ the city this year. In 
so doing the council has acted with 
wisdom and prudence. Those who advo- 
cated and voted for the diversion of th 
surplus had au arguable case iu tho 
large amount of extraordinary expendi- 
ture this year and the already high 
rate of taxation. But they had not a 
sulllciently strong case to justify 
departure from the root principles of 
sound and conservative finance. To pay 
extra taxes this year, with the certainty 
of reduction next year, is surely better 
than to lighten the taxes this year with 
borrowed money, and enjoy the com- 
forting reflection that the interest ou 
that borrowed money must remain a 
permanent burden upon the revenue of 
the city. Such a surplus should not 
come into the ordinary revenue of the 
city in any year. Suppose a mau were 
to save up $5,000 to build himself a 
house and suppose the house only cost 
$4,500. If he were to draw $500 from 
the bank and proceed to "blow it in" 
us they say, would he bo richer or 
poorer by tho transaction? He would 
certainly be poorer, still, if his house 
was built and he had the money over, 
he could then do as he chose with it. 
But, if he spent this money before his 
house was built, before he had, let the 
contract for it, his neighbors would be 
justified in doubting his common sense. 
There is, therefore, a special objection 
against the city's spending the money 
this year in the fact that the amount 
of the surplus remains hypothetical. 
Xo one so far, moreover, has challenged 
our opinion that there ought to be no 
surplus in a work of this kind, that the 
money should all be spent on the bridge, 
on the principle of the more money the 
better bridge. No bridge which the 
city can afford to build now is likely 
to bo more than adequate to tlie traf- 
fic of ten years from to-day, nor is any 
likely to he adequate to that of twenty 
yearn hence. Therefore, it is the poor- 
est kind of civic economy not to widen 
the bridge up to the amount of money 
available, rather than limit the bridge to 
ft sum less than is in the treasury for 
the purpose. 

MURAL FREE DELIVERY. 

'Some months ago a correspondent 
drew the attention of readers of the 
Colonist to this subject and enclosed a 
letter from the Postmaster-General in 
■which he stated that ho was watching 
the experiment in the rural free de- 
livery of postal matter now being con- 
ducted in the United States with great 
interest. We recommend to our corres- 
pondent and to others, including Sir "Wil- 
liam Mulock, the following description 
Of the effect of rural free delivery wheih 
we have cut from an exchange:— 

It is said that the deficit in the postal 
department for the last .fiscal year will 
be only $1,000,000. While the depart' 
ment ollleials have believed that the 
rural free delivery would be responsible 
for i\ large part of tho deficit, it turns 
out that this new departure has been the 



AGRICULTURAL. 

The condition of agriculture in this 
province, relatively to the demand for 
agricultural products, is appalling. This 
conclusion must be forced upon any- 
one who gives the subject even a cur- 
sory examination. The province is bled 
to death to pay for agricultural pro- 
ducts which can. and should, all ho pro- 
duced within its borders. There is 
plenty of good soil, a good climate, anil 
a magnificent and growing market, and 
yet, our food products come from every- 
where except our home farms. There 
must be some reason for this state of 
affairs. We do not propose to ferret out 
every reason, but rather to lay stress up- 
on one cause which it is the more worth 
while to lay stress upon, because it is 
preventable. Canada at the present time 
is the object of attack to a perfect army 
of cultivators of the soil. .Many of these 
are substantial farmers, possessed of 
both capital and skill. The incomers are 
also displacing u certain number of our 
own farmers who, after hewing a valu- 
able farm from the wilderness, are sell- 
ing it for a comfortable sum. It is 
quite incredible that many of those far- 
mers should not be attracted to British 
'Columbia, with its soil, climate and nil 
rivalled market for tho products of mix 
ed fanning. Now what encouragement 
do rneu of this class find to come into 
British Columbia? Where can they get 
information or assistance to settle 
the land? Oari any- person mention 
district available for farming which is 
open for settlement . by immigrants 
Anyone who can, knows more than we 
do. "We have lost, or are threatened 
with losing, the fruits of one of the 
greatest immigration movements iu hi 
tory, through not having a catalogue < 
our goods, and attractive samples clii 
played in our front windows. Some peo 
pie are in the habit of arguing that the 
largo amount of land alienated to rail 
way companies is responsible for th 
lack of encouragement to immigrant* 
The exact contrary is the case. Th 
immigrant can get quicker, easier and 
more satisfactory, .tonus on land from a 
railway" company at the present time, 
than he can from a private owner or 
from the government. Snrely this is a 
paradox when the government g 
-away land. Not at all, because the 
railway company obtains surveys, niaj 
and reports on its land, and can, by 
these things, save to the prospective sel 
tier what he would otherwise have t 
spend iu prospecting for a location. Th 
railway company also has an interest in 
settling the laud, because every settler 
is a source of revenue to the railway 
Thi' government has u similar, bu'<. much 
greater, interest, in every settler. Why 
does our government not take a leaf out 
of the hook of the (.'. V. It. in surveyiii 
and advertising the agricultural lands of 
the province? May we hope that a prac 
tictil and definite move in this direction 
will be made in the near future, as fore 
shadowed by the Minister of Agriculture 
during the session of the Legislature?

grade or exists, such as the Boundary 
In a sense the function was the must 
remarkable ever witnessed in the Gold- 
en City.

This sentiment was 
adopted in word and spirit— the- mining 
men spoke their feelings freely and ful- 
ly, supporting each argument with sta- 
tistical information that cannot he gain- 
said, and establishing so strong a case 
for the abolition of the mineral tax 
in its present form us must— and did— im- 
press tho minister. The story of the 
'banquet is given herewith in full, tind 
it behooves every 'Miner reader to 'ex- 
amine the speeches of tho evening with 
care; by publicity tho arguments must 
attain the desired end, and this will con- 
tribute more than any one other factor 
to the onnnJJIT'l prosperity and stability

Vancouver, Aug. 13.— (Special)— An- 
other enormous field of high grade coal 
has been discovered through the efforts 
of Mr. T. J. Smith, a Vancouver mining 
man. Some time ago Mr. Smith's at- 
tention was called to coal cropping* in 
the Kauiluops mining division of Vale 
district, in a locality known as the Qui! 
chemia Creek basin. Before any out 
croppings were discovered, in lS'M. Dr 
Dawson reported .that coal would likely 
be lound ill this basin, and the results 
nave proven his report to have been cor- 
rect. 

;Mr. Smith had faith in the locality, a! 
though at that time only surface indica- 
tions were apparent, and, after secur'u. 
the reports of coal experts, be placed the 
matter before Mr. John Hendry, who 
at once, through his connections in the 
money market, placed at the disposal 
the Diamond Vale Coal & Iron com 
pany, which Mr. Smith incorporated 
ample funds to develop the properties. 

The results have exceeded the most 
sanguine expectations. The coal It 
practically unlimited in extent. It it 
bituminous and of very high grade, as 
saying as follows: 

Moisture, 5 per cent. 

Volatile matter. 3:i.i»r> per cent. 

Fixed carbon, 59.02 per cent. 

Ash, 3.03 per cent.

NEWS Ob' MOUNT SIOIvEH. 

Mining Progressing Steadily— More 
Houses Wanted. 

The locomotive of the -Mount 'Sicker 
Railway compauuy, which was damaged 
in a run-off recently, has been repaired 
und regular shipments of ore from the 
iLenora mine have been resumed. 

There is a scarcity of dwelling houses 
at Mount Sicker. Several families aro 
desirous of establishing themselves 
there, but cannot find accommodation. 

Work on the Copper Canyon tunnel 
is being pushed. The working force 
now consists of 1" miners who tire 
WoiJJng continuously in eight hour 
shifts. ' 

The government road gang is at work 
on \\\c wagon road between the Len- 
f>ra a ml Copper Canyon and the bridge 
over the Chemninus river near the tun- 
nel is being strengthened and widened 
to render it available for tho passage of 
heavy machinery. 



PLATINUM IS MOKE VALUABLE. 

Report Shows That Supply Also Is In- 
creasing. 

A report upon the production of plat- 
inum in the United States in 11)01 has 
been prepared l'or the United Slates 
geological survey anil will shortly be 
published. The output during the year 
aggregated 1,408 ounces of crude plati- 
num, valued at $27,520, as compared 
with -PJO ounces, valued at $11,0110, in 
1000. The production for 1001 is the 
largest since the statistics have been 
compiled in 1SS0. 

The supply of platinum in the United 
'State* in recent years has been obtained 
as a secondary product from gold placer 
deposits in Trinity anil Shasta counties, 
ICalifornia. Tin- occurrence of tho metal 
has be. 'ii reported in many other gold 
placers of California, as well as in 
■Washington, Oregon, Idaho, Montana and 
Alaska, but the deposits have not been 
sufficiently rich to place the extraction of 
the metal on a profitable basis, although 
eventually in the stages named it is 
thought it wiil he developed in larger 
quantities. 

The most noteworthy fenlui f thn 

platinum industry in the United States 
daring 11)01 was the discovery of Inn 
metal in the copper ores of the Rambler 
mine, near Encampment, in the Meji- 
eine Bum' mountain, of Albany county, 
Wyoming. As a result of this discovery 
the survey calls attention to the imp ,r- 
taucc of examining all copper ores for 
metals •of the platinum group. 

The imports of platinum during 1001 
were valued at .fl.U0o.S0r>, as compared 
with $1,702,020 in 1000. Tho world's an- 
nual production of platinum for the last 
few years has ranged between 100,000 
and 170,000 ounces, of whicn, as far ni> 
can be ascertained. Russia supplies at 
least 150,000 ounces, the remainder being 
obtained mainly from South Africa. 

During the last two years the price of 
platinum has steadily advanced from its 
lowest point in 1805, of .$l<i an ounce, 
to $21 per ounce, which was reached in 
1901. Tho demand is in excess of the 
supply, and it is believed the price will

FISH TRAPS. ' 

Sir,— At a time when the Klondike boom 
was in progress, and the wholesale mer- 
chants of this province were catering on 
a large scab' to the wants of tin.' people 
of that district, good times prevailed, and 
the various ■commercial Industries prosper- 
ed. Today tills trade has been diverted in- 
to United States channels, and after the 
lapse of a few dull seasons on the part of 
'B. C. shippers. It now becomes necessary 
for the Dominion government to appoint 
a commissioner to meet the people of the 
province and enquire into the reason why 
the business men of the Sound cities should 
prove such successful competitors for the 
trade of the Yukon. At this present Junc- 
ture the fishery question, a matter of more 
paramount Importance than the Yukon 
trade, is threatening the commerlcal and 
industrial Interests of the province, ami 
the matter of allowing dsh traps to be 
erected in British Columbia waters, is 
bound to receive the consideration It de- 
serves at the hands of the Dominion gov- 
ernment. The trade of the Yukon, control- 
led 1)y Puget Sound merchants, and the 
Eraser river salmon, corralled' by the Pu- 
get Sound capitalists, seems to an outsid- 
er too ridiculous to be realized, anil royal 
and other commissions will lie the order of 
the day until the government, has grasped 
the true significance of that well known 
saying, "never put off doing tomorrow 
what can be done today." It is a nvell 
known and established fact that the salmon

lng in B. C. waters was an absolute neces- 
sity in order that the canuers on this side 
may successfully compete with the Pugn 
Sound packers, who have been operating In 
the past with traps on a large (scale, uad 
who aro uow proving, and have proved, 
formidable competitors In the foreign and 
home markets. Many of the lishermeu at 
those sittings contended that by the intro- 
duction of traps, their 1 mode of livelihood 
would be dispensed with, and their services 
as gilluetters would no longer be required. 
It must not be surmised that by the Intro- 
duction of trapflshlng and purse-seining oi 
the south shore of Vancouver Island, gill 
netting would be dispensed with In the 
Fraser river. On the contrary, the llsh, 
after leaving the salmon banks at San 
Juan, would enjoy a free and unobstructed 
passage among the Guif Islands on their 
way to the Fraser river, and the same 
amount of labor would be required as here- 
tofore la making the catches by gill-net. 
By the erection of traps on the south shore 
of Vancouver Islnnd, some of the llsh would 
be Intercepted before they reach the Amer- 
ican traps, a large amount of capital would 
be further Invested, new canneries would 
be erected at convenient points, employ- 
ment of additional labor would follow and 
the salmon pack each year would be large- 
ly increased, to say nothing of the various 
industries that would benefit by such nn 
extended enterprise. A late census bulle- 
tin Showing the comparative growth of the 
fishing Industry In Oregon and Washington, 
U S. A., for the decade from 1800 to 1000, 
might be road 'with Interest by those op- 
posed to fishing by traps. In 1000 Washing- 
ton had ;»5 salmon canneries; Oregon bad 
24. Oregon is anti-trap, while Washington 
Is a trap-fishing State. The capital invest- 
ed In Washington In 1000 was $2,222,720: In 
Oregon, where there were less canneries, 
the Investment totalled S2,fsVS,»H2. There 
were 2,1!X> wage earners In Washington to 
only <;;!ti In Oregon. The Washington pro- 
duct was worth $l,S.tl.o:!S, that of Oregon 
■for the same year was worth $1,788,800. 
Commenting on these figures the Whatcom 
Reveille says: 'To the man who has made 
little or no study of fishing, this does not 
mean much. To explain: Oregon has one- 
third less canneries than Washington, or 
to make It plainer, the actual canning ca- 
pacity of Oregon Is 00 per cent of Wash- 
ington; Oregon, however, has more money 
invested In the 'business than the State of 
Washington. Her product Is one-third the 
value of Washington's and the number of 
persons drawing 'benefits ttri wage earners 
in Oregon fisheries Is. but one-fourth that 
of Washington. This showing Is a complete 
refutation of the statement that gill-net- 
ting makes big pay rolls. Trap-fishing Is 
better both for the laboring people and the 
f capitalists. It Insures better returns for 
money Invested, and gives a much longer 
I season to labor. The lonu season tends to 
bring about the fisheries ll permanent and 
responsible rather than an Itinerant and Ir- 
responsible class of labor.

Sir, — A considerable amount 
Is likely to arise owing to the arbitrary 
actions of some of the coast and river can- 
neries In attempting to deny to Incoming 
and outgoing steamers the right to navi- 
gate the waters <it any hour of the day or 
night. Recent arrivals at this port admit 
that it was almost impossible to get 
through the maze of nets at some parts In 
one or two cases, so much was the naviga- 
tion channel obstructed that the captains 
had the alternative of lying to until morn- 
ing or else cutting their way through their 
usual course without considering the pres- 
ence of either nets or boats. Under differ- 
ent circumstances much sympathy might 
be felt for the fisherman who loses his nets 
but when a passenger boat comes along 
and finds no passageway, and when its com- 
mander Is told to clear out and seek pas- 
sage anion" the rocks, lie Is surely Justlilel 
In asserting his right to what the law al- 
lows him. That Is, one-third of the chan- 
nel, and in making his way along It, de- 
spite the threats of angry fishermen and 
still angrier canncrymen. The Department 
of Marine and Fisheries has clearly stated 
In Its order to boat and net owners that 
Indiscriminate casting will not be allowed: 
that one-third of the navigable channel 
must be left clear and no obstruction put 
In the way of any passing vessel. Other- 
wise, any damage done Is entirely at own- 
er's own risk, unci a steamship owner or 
captain cannot be held responsible for it. 
That, surely, is clear enough, but the ac- 
tions of the fishermen are not at all in 
harmony with the law. anil as things are 
just now, it Is beyond the power of any 
man to find one uncovered stretch of water 
either along the coast or Iu the Fraser 
river, and the result can be nothing else 
than disastrous to the properly that should 
'be better looked after, for even If the llsh

liberated from the Bon Accord hatchery, 
nlbove Westminster, and for what purpose? 
To be caught later In the American traps. 
No wonder a deputation of cannerymen 
and trap owners from the Sound, with be- 
coming modesty, approached the Canadian 
officials, asking thai they might be allow- 
ed to contribute their share towards the 
expense of maintaining our hatcheries, and 
Mr. Drysdale, president of the A. P. Asso- 
ciation, when cruising around In his launch 
in search of Hi" salmon. Intercepted and 
proughed through schools of soekeye for a 
distance of 'M miles on their way to the 
San Juan shores. Surely lie must have 
laughed in his balloon sleeves ot the docil- 
ity of the Dominion government in allow- 
ing suell a state of affairs to exist. With 
the exception of the year 180G the Paget 
Sound salmon ipack has always been in 
excess of the Fraser river pack, and last 
year whilst the pack on the Fraser amount- 
ed to IttiO.OO) cases, the pack on the Sound 
amounted to 1,380,000 cases. The pack of 
1!K>1 >on the Eraser was not comprised en- 
tirely of salmon caught In the river, as ac- 
cording to the report Issued by the collect- 
or of customs at Friday Harbor, San Juan 
county, over 230,000 salmon, at the Invoice 
price of 8 cents, were exported from that 
port alone to Fraser river points, between 
the 27th of July and the 3rd August, not 
to mention the quantity of salmon exported 
during the preceding two weeks, and from 
other parts of the State, when there were 
no llsh In the Fraser. Thus it will be seen 
that the Fraser river pack of last year 
comprised a large percentage of llsh pur- 
chased from United States sources. The 
collector of customs at Friday Harbor, In 
his report Tor 1!K)'2. says "there have been a 
large number of entranced and clearances 
at the custom house here during the past 
10 days, and many at Roche Harbor, most 
of the vessels returning from and going to 
Fraser river points, coming In ballast and 
returning with salmon, mostly purchased 
from the purse seines fishing near Richard- 
son," all of which clearly indicates that tho 
capitalists of this province are assisting 1n 
building up the various Industries operating 
on Puget Sound, money that should be ex- 
pended in this province in establishing our 
own industries. To date, some of the Eras- 
er river canneries have not succeeded in 
packing over 4,000 cases of salmon, and In 
many Instances 3.000 cases Is the reported 
pack, whilst on Monday, the 3rd inst, the 
salmon pack of the I'. A. Fl Co.. n Paget 
Sound syndicate of packers, amounted 
tn 105.000 coses, of which CO.OOO wero pack- 
ed at Falrhaven and 45.000 at Blaine. The 
question nanv fairly lie argued, why not 
permit trap Ashing and purse nnd drag 
seining on the West Const of 'Vancouver 
Island, and In wafers south of the 40th 
parallel? where fish may be caught before 
tlley enter American waters on their way 
to the 'San Jlinn Island shores? In the tak- 
ing, of evidence at the sittings, of tin- sal- 
mon commission held in February last, 
rjmple proof was forthcoming that trap fl-sh- 



after creeping along at two knots an hour 
ll had lo be beached and cut free. These 
things all count money und are as expen- 
sive to the shipowner as to the fishermen, 
■with this difference, that the nsherman is 
a wilful seaman, and rile ship captain an 
offended Individual. An Interview with 
IL'aptaln Gnudin, representing the Fisher- 
ies Department, has elicited further In- 
formation regarding the Fisheries Act. It 
seems that no blame can bo attached to 
a captain who runs through his usual chan- 
nel, even If lie ilces not give warning to the 
men llshlng, for ll Is part of the duties of 
the employers to Inform their men of the 
provision of the Fisheries Act, and also It 
is part of the duty of the inspector ap- 
pointed by the Department to see that they 
are not cast In the navigation channel to 
the obstruction of shipping, and that out- 
side of this, even, nets should not be al- 
lowed to overlap so that it becomes impos- 
sible for any vessel, fishing 'boat or steamer 
to avoid one net without running Into an- 
other. An attempt will certainly be made 
to stop the evil, aud this will likely mean 
application by the Shipmasters' Association 
to the Department at Ottawa, asking that 
the law be enforced, aud that Inspectors 
are instructed accordingly. Otherwise a 
strong assertion of right on the part of 
navigators will be made, despite threats of 
withdrawal of business from these com- 
panies, and that surely will if nothing else 
will compel the owners of the llshlng fleets 
to understand that they are not lords para- 
mount of earth and sea. F.M.K.
